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City Notes 


Council Refers Life Guard, Pool Table 
Questions To P8AB;0kays Beer License

As a result of last Monday’s city council meeting, the 
Park and Recreation Advisory Board (PRAB) has two more 
problems to tackle. One is a request for waiving the life guard 
requirement in connection with the boat concession at Green- 
bet Lake. The other is a determination as to the location of 
pool tables for the city’s youth. __ 


The Youth Center gymnasium 
and meeting room have been fresh¬ 
ly painted this week and paint in 
the entrance lobby and control of¬ 
fice touched up. 

The city employee who was sta¬ 
tioned as a noon crossing guard at 
Springhill Lake elementary school 
has been removed, since his func¬ 
tion has been taken over by the 
school safety patrol. 

Following the passing of a new 
ordinance at the Feb. 19 council 
meeting, the city crew will install 
etop signs on each of the Lakeside 
cul-de-sacs as they approach Lake¬ 
side. The crew will also put up 
“No Parking’’ signs in the city 
where curbs are already painted 
yellow.

A revised set of plans for the 
Municipal Services Building, incor¬ 
porating several changes recom¬ 
mended by the city officials, has 
now been received. City Manager 
James K. Giese estimates that ad¬ 
vertising for construction bids on 
the building may begin next week.

Several councilmen and their 
wives, the city manager, and the 
city solicitor attended a meeting in 
Annapolis on Feb. 20 sponsored by 
the Congress of Cities, a subsidiary 
of the Maryland Municipal League. 
Attending the meeting as guests of 
the Congress were members of the 
state legislature, who had been in¬ 
vited to discuss the current legisla¬ 
tive program.

The city has a heavier invest¬ 
ment in the Youth Center's cera¬ 
mics program than the average 
citizen might guess. This week 250 
lbs. of clay were delivered for class 
use, bringing the total weight of 
clay used in the program to 1500 
lbs.

Senior Citizens Wilt 
Get Tax Exemptions 

County Treasurer Charles E. 
Callow reminded all senior citi¬ 
zens who are home owners that 
requests for property tax ex¬ 
emptions should be filed by Mar. 

1, 1968. 

Home owners who are (or 
will be) 65 years of age on or 
before July 1, 1968 and who have 
a gross income of $5,000 per 
year or less may be eligible. 

Notices have been mailed to 
those home owners who receiv¬ 
ed exemptions on last year’s tax 
bills. Other County senior citi¬ 
zens who may be eligible can 
obtain application forms and in¬ 
formation from the Treasurer’s 
office at both the Marlboro 
Court House and the County 
Service Building in Hyattsville. 

The City of Greenbelt also of¬ 
fers a similar tax exemption to 
those persons who qualify for 
the County exemption. In or¬ 
der to obtain the City exemp¬ 
tion. homeowners are required 
to furnish evidence of having 
received the County tax exemp¬ 
tion on or before the payment 
of their City taxes or before 
taxes become delinquent. G.H.I. 
residents should consult the 
G.HX offices in order to obtain 
both City and County tax cre¬ 
dits. 


Construction work on the lake 
path moves further along each 
week. The path has now been gra¬ 
veled to the point where the ravine 
between Lakeview Circle and Ma¬ 
plewood Ct. cuts down to the lake. 
On this completed portion the city 
crew spread 100 pounds of crushed 
bluestone as surface material. 
Stumps have been removed from 
the entire pathway, though some 
fallen trees have yet to be cut up 
and removed from the 300-foot 
stretch, from the ravine to the 
point at the end of Maplewood Ct., 
which yet remains to be graded 
and surfaced. In addition, the 
Public Works Dept, plans to con¬ 
struct a culvert over the ravine. 

The end of the lake path nearest 
Braden Field also received atten¬ 
tion. The Braden Field entrance 
was improved for vehicle access 
and a low retaining wall built to 
support a sharply cut bank at the 
paved ford of the stream that runs 
behind the tennis courts. 

As soon as the weather becomes 
somewhat warmer, the Public 
Works Dept, will cut through and 
pave access paths to the lake path¬ 
way from Pine crest and Maple¬ 
wood Cts. and between 38 and 40 
Lakeside Dr.

The city crew also carried on a 
general clean-up program last 
week, both around the road to the 
landfill and around the approach 
areas of the underpasses at the 
Center and Gardenway. Because 
of the possible fire hazard, the city 
has also been making special ef¬ 
forts—even when this entails over¬ 
time work — to bury all refuse at 
the landfill completely every night. 

March 10 is Library 
Ground-Breaking Date 

The official ground breaking 
ceremony for Greenbelt’s new li¬ 
brary will be held at 2 p.m. Sunday, 
March 10, at the library site south¬ 
west of Center School. It will be 
followed by a coffee-reception m 
the municipal building. 

This decision was reached fol¬ 
lowing a discussion between the 
Board of Prince George’s Memorial 
Library and representatives of the 
Greenbelt Library Association, at 
the former's monthly meeting that 
took place February 14 in the re¬ 
gional library in Hyattsville. It 
is planned that the ceremony will 
be relatively short; a bigger cele¬ 
bration is contemplated for the 
official opening of the new* library, 
which is expected to take place in 
the spring of 1969. 

The ground breaking will, pre¬ 
sumably, feature the traditional 
silver-plated shovel, and various 
library, county and city personali¬ 
ties will speak briefly. The coffee- 
and-cake reception will provide a 
further opportunity to meet the 
various guests present All Green¬ 
belt residents are cordially invited.

News Review Files 
Libel Case Appeal 

The Greenbelt News Review this 
week appealed the $17,500 judg¬ 
ment awarded local developer 
Charles S. Bresler against the 
newspaper. The libel case, which 
was decided by a Prince Georges 
circuit court jury early last month, 
will now go to Maryland’s highest 
court, the Court of Appeals. 

The News Review board of di¬ 
rectors, in making this announce¬ 
ment, said that the case involves 
a basic constitutional question 
which merits review at the highest 
court levels, including the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court is necessary. At issue 
the board said, is the freedom of 
the press and the right of the com¬ 
munity to be kept fully informed of 
what is going on. Specifically in¬ 
volved is the extent to which a 
newspaper is protected by the Con¬ 
stitution in reporting comments 
and opinions by citizens at open 
city council meetings regarding 
public dealings by a public figure. 

The Greenbelt Freedom of the 
Press Committee estimates that 
about $10,000 will be needed to 
cover the cost of carrying the ap¬ 
peal to the higher courts, and has 
approved several plans for raising 
the funds. A gala dance has been 
scheduled for Saturday evening, 
May 11, at the Greenbelt Armory. 
Further details on this affair and 
other fund-raising projects will be 
forthcoming in future weeks.

City council turned both matters 
over to PRAB after an extensive 
discussion. The request for waiv¬ 
ing the life guard requirement 
came from the SCH Corporation, 
w'hich operates the boat concession. 
The city’s contract with the SCH 
corporation provides that a person 
who holds a Senior Red Cross Life 
saving certificate shall be on duty 
at all times when boats are being 
rented. Th SCH corporation has 
found it very difficult to comply 
with that requirement City mana¬ 
ger Giese said that SCH has been 
very cooperative in abiding by all 
other requirements of the contract, 
especially those dealing with safe¬ 
ty measures. City Solicitor Em¬ 
mett Nanna, however, feared that 
the granting of the request would 
place the city in a precarious lia¬ 
bility situation. 

The problem of locating pool ta¬ 
bles was brought to council’s at¬ 
tention by Arthur Castaldi, presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Youth Coun¬ 
cil, and William Barbour, youth 
advisor. They said the young people 
w r ant the tables but that finding 
where to put them is the $64 ques¬ 
tion. 

Several locations are being con¬ 
sidered, but each has its draw¬ 
backs. These include: (1) under 
the rear of the swimming pool 
(which would require considerable 
capital outlay for renovation); (2) 
in the Youth Center lounge (where 
the Recreation Director plans to 
locate various activities); and (3) 
in the Youth Center multi-purpose 
room (which might necessitate 
giving up some other programs). 
Other suggestions included the for¬ 
mer howling alley site. under_ the 
Co-op store and the Lion’s Den, but 
rental fees and the question of 
providing adequate suprevision are 
a problem in these sites. 

Beer License 

The council supported 4 to 1 the 
request for an on-sale (Class D) 
beer license for a new ’‘family 
style” pizza restaurant at Beltway 
Plaza Shopping Center. The peti¬ 
tion wall be heard by the liquor 
board on March 24. Councilman 
Dick Pilski objected on the grounds 
that local citizens were not given 
an opportunity to voice their opin¬ 
ions on the issue, since the item 
was not on the published agenda. 
Edward Beenick, manager, said 
that the restaurant, which will seat 
160, will open -whether or not the 
license is approved. 

The council turned down a re¬ 
quest to combine registration for 
city elections with a registration 
for the coming special general elec¬ 
tion, set for Saturday, March 2, at 
Springhill Lake. A city registration 
had already been scheduled on 
Tuesday, March 5, in connection 
with the Springhill Lake PTA 
meeting. City Clerk Nita Masch- 
auer cited as an additional reason 
that March 2 was the date of the 
city’s annual banquet, which she 
chairs. Councilman Francis White 
and Gerald Gough supported both 
dates, while councilman Bill Hoff 
reminded citizens that the city of¬ 
fices are open for registration from 
Monday to Friday from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. 


WARNING TO 
HOME OWNERS 

City officials have issued a warn¬ 
ing to area residents that they 
should not permit delivery of stone 
or other types of heavy construc¬ 
tion materials requiring loaded 
trucks to drive across sidewalks 
or paved driveways. Two separate 
cases have come to the attention 
of the city recently in which side¬ 
walks had been broken in this 
way, and in one of these cases the 
driveway as well 

If the truck must carrj f a load 
across sidewalks, city officials sug¬ 
gest the walk should first be pro¬ 
tected with heavy planking. 

Responsibility for replacing such 
broken sidewalks rests with the 
resident on whose property the 
breakage occurred, and not with 
the city. 


The council finished action on a 
number of items (1) It approved 
stop signs at Legion Drive enter¬ 
ing Lakecrest Drive, Lakeside 
Drive entering Lakecrest Drive, 
and West way entering Lakeside 
Drive. (2) It accepted into the city 
road system portions of Springhill 
Lane and Breezewood Drive, after 
agreeing to waive a sidewalk in 
front of the commercial property 
on Springhill Lane. (3) It approv¬ 
ed the sum of $325 for the purchase 
of a small salt spreader unit. (4> 
It approved an amendment to the 
traffic ordinance that would pro¬ 
hibit vehicles in designated fire 
lanes. 

State Legislation 

Proposed State legislation took 
up considerable time. Among the 
bills discussed by council was one 
establishing a department of urban 
affairs (which was supported), one 
limiting the State police when act¬ 
ing within a city’s limits (which 
was not supported) and one which 
would establish a seven member 
commission to review volunteer 
fire department budgets (action de¬ 
ferred). 

Council heard a suggestion from 
Barbour that recommendations on 
State bills not be made when such 
bills are first introduced. In parti¬ 
cular, he singled out the legisla¬ 
ture’s conditional zoning bill, which 
he understood from reading the 
News Review had been endorsed 
by council. Mayor Smith and 
Gough explained that the council 
endorsed the principle of condi¬ 
tional zoning, and not the specific 
bill. 

The Council of Metropolitan Go¬ 
vernments has approved the city’s 
prospective purchase of 2.8 acres 
of parkland on parcel 15 near 
Greenbelt Lake , . . City solicitor 
Nanna is working on the creation 
of a special taxing district consist¬ 
ing of commercial properties adja¬ 
cent to the mall to finance part of 
the cost of cleaning and renovating 
the mall . . , Nanna is also seeing 
what can be done to expedite th t 
codification of the ordinances.
